Justice Scudder, Who. Personally

Mrs. Ruth Brown Snyder and Henry 
Judd Gray were sentenced yesterday 
to die in the electric chair In Sing Sing 
some time during the week beginning 
June 20. Supreme Court ‘Justice 
Townsend Scudder delayed until Mon- 
day the transfer of the prisoners to 
the death house. 

After the jurist, who personally is 
opposed to capital punishment, had 
pronounced ventence, Mrs. Snyder 
called it merely a “‘formality” and ex- 
pressed confidence that she would 
escape the penalty in the end. Gray, 
in a prayerful statement, said he had 
been saved through religion. Both were 
calm last night after the ordeal in the 
court room in Long Island City. 

The condemned couple are not likely 
to go to the chair during the week set 
by the Court. Appeals will be taken 
by their attorneys and these will auto- 
matically stay the execution until after 
the higher court has ruled. Even then 
Mrs. Snyder and Gray .can appeal td 
Governor Smith for: commutation of 
sentence. The appeals, it was said, 
would be entered as soon as: the: pris- 
oners reached Sing Sing.

“Clarence has had many narrow es- 
capes, but he has always been a quick 
thinker, and has never suffered se- 
rious injury.”’

Its Radius Is 250 to 500 Miles, 
With Automatic Device for 
Continuous Sending. 


WILL BE GUIDE TO SHIPS 


Vessels Can Go to Rescue if Signals 
Stop, Which Means ‘Trouble, 
Expert Points Out. 


When Clarence Chamberlin and 
Lioyd Bertaud hop off in the Bellanca 
plané Coliimbia on the transatlantic 
flight they will carry the most elab- 
orate system of radio installed on any 
airplane up to the present time, it was 
disclosed by experts in New York yes- 
terday. Since Nungesser’s disappear- 
ance radio men have strongly advised 
the addition of a suitable vacuum tube 
transmitter to the plane’s equipment 
that can be utilized for constant com- 
munication while the ship is in flight. 
This transmitter, together with its 
electric generator driven by wind pres- 
sure, has been installed as a last- 
minute change. 

“The new transmitter will have a 
reliable transmitting radius of 250 to 
500 miles under favorable conditions,"’ 
said B. EB. Smith of the A. D. Cardwell 
Company of Brooklyn, builders of the 
transmitter and receiver designed 
especially for the Bellanca plane. “This 
will be utilized to send dashes con- 
tinually while the plane is in flight so 
that ship and shore stations, and all 
radio compass or direction finding sta- 
tions can easily determine the exact 
course taken by the aviators.” 


To Send at One-Minute Intervals. 


“Long dashes will be automatically 
transmitted at intervals of, about one 
minute on the 800-meter wave,’’ Mr. 
Smith declared. “‘This scheme will 
have the advantage of conveying to all 
listening stations that. everything is 
all right with the plane as long as the 
signals are heard. If the signals stop 
coming in, however, ships in the vicin- 
ity which have been listening to the 
signals and making compass readings 
on them can proceed with all speed to 
the point indicated by the last bearings 
taken. It will not be necessary for the 
aviators to touch the transmitting key. 
A control switch is used to change the 
transmitter over from the position of

5,000 GATHER AT FIELD 
HOPING TO SEE HOP-OFF 


Police Fight to Keep the Curious 
Back — Building Collapses

More than . 5,000 persons thronged 
Curtiss Field last night in the hope 
of witnessing the departure for Paris 
of either the Bellanca plane or the 
Spirit. of St. Louis..

The debate was held in McMillan 
Theatre. About seven» hundred per- 
sons, mostly students, attended. The 
debate: was broadcast by Station WGL. 
It lasted more than: two hours and the 
audience seemed to be evenly divided 
in its opinion, -with applause: for both 
debaters. There wag no decision. The 
meeting was the resujt of a challenge 
by Mr. Fish to President Nicholas 
Murray Butler or any member of the 
Columbia. Faculty. President Butler 
selected Professor Seligman .to take 
the affirmative of —* question: 

‘Resolved, That the debt agreements 
of the Allies) with ‘the United States 
should be modified ,in the. direction of 
further modification.’’ 

Professor’ Seligman had forty-five 
minutes for his main argument and 
Mr. Fish an. hour. The professor had 
fifteen minutes to reply. At.the outset 
Professor Seligman enumerated the 
five main‘ points. that’ were usually 
raised by those opposing: further debt 
reduction, .expressing the .belief that 
Mr. Fish would raise all of them and 
that fifteen minutes was not enough 
time in which to answer. | 


Calis Economic Policy’ Bad. 


The professor said that the question 
came under two heads, moral and eco- 
nomic: He contended that it was bad 
economic policy to make the European 
nations pay. He asserted that there 
was no actual difference between pre- 
armistice and post-drmistice loans and 
that talk of generosity was absurd, for 
the fact remained. that the United 
States. had, loaned .substantially -$9,- 
500,000,000 and was going. to collect, 
eventually, under the’ existing agree- 
ments, about $22,000,000,000, including 
interest. ‘He would not concede that 
there has been oy reduction :at all. 

The professor said that Mr. Churchill 
and Great Britain: were well within 
their rights in ‘‘putting Mr. Mellon 
right’’ with reference to the misstate- 
ment, which the Secretary had laid to 
a typographical error, as the misstate- 
ment gave the world’ to understand 
that Great Britain: was to collect from 
other nations more than’ she was to 
pay, which was contrary to the facts. 
But in the collections and payments 
between nations, he said, France was 
being made the scapegoat, and her 
people were being burdened -with taxes 
beyond the breaking point, so that in 
effect the collection of the debts was 
cestroying. American markets abroad. 

Professor Seligman quoted figures to 
show that last year France reduced 
her military expenditures, while the 
United States increased such expendi- 
Situres. He said that the talk of France 
paying eut only the money: she got 
from Germany in reparations was ab- 
surd, because any one knows that the 
reparations money had aiready been 
spent.

Stock Exchange boom, which has been 
steadily growing for more than a.year, 
collapsed today. Friday, the 13th, was 
indeed “‘black Friday” and the worst 
day on .the Exchange in a.score of 
years. ; 

The prime cause of the collapse of 
the;boom, which for many months has 
been inflated (to the breaking point, 
was the decision of. the banking insti- 
tutions to reduce contingent advances 
for speeulative accounts on: the com- 
ing Monday by 25 per cent. This ac- 
tion was urged by Dr. Hijalmar 
Schacht;' President of the Reichsbank, 
becatigé tlie huge sums used by the 
speculators had caused a morey short- 
age in industrial and agricultural 
circles. | 

The long predicted collapse of arti: 
ficially boosted quotations caught a 
crowd of traders-short, but Germany’s 
industrigl prosperity. will ._not_ be im- 
paired by the sudden drop. It is’ pre- 
dicted that within a few days the Ex- 
change will settle duwn, with quota- 
tions at relatively real values on stocks 
and bonds. 

That the spurious bull market has 
been ended for good is the opinion of 
financial experts. Speculators had 
drained no less. than 800,000,900 
marks from Gerlin,.banks alone for 
contingent advances, it is learned. It 
was this withdra of money which 
was creating the shortage and prevent- 


ing industry and agricuiture from oo- 
taining money at low rates. 


Denies Reparations Responsible. 


It was intimated in .one of the eve- 
ning papers‘that recent cash transfers 
made by the Agent General for repara- 
tions were responsible for the: money 
shortage.

Army Has Accepted Terms. 


ONLY ONE CHIEF DISSIDENT 


Dispatch Says Moncada and Eleven. 
Generals Agree to Surrender 
Arms to the Marines.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—-The belief 
that the Nicaraguan revolution was at 
an end was communicated to the State 
Department today by Colonel Henry 
L. Stimson, who as the special .emis- 
sary of President Goatees, arranged 
the peace terms. 

Colonel Stimson said he planned to 
leave for’ New York oh Monday after 
he received yesterday a message from 
General Moncada, the Liberal military 
chieftain, and eleven of his Genérals 
accepting the terms for disarmament 
and reconstruction. 

Only one Liberal General, Sandino, 
rejected the terms, and he departed 
with a small band of men. 

Problems that may be raised by 
gtoups such as that headed by Sandi- 
no will occupy the attention of the 
native constabulary, to be formed 
under the terms of the settlement, 
and by the American marines, who 
are to stamp out by force, if neces- 
sary, banditry in the country. 

A company of marines was sent to 
receive the arms of the Libera] troops 
under Moncada while Lieutenant Col- 
onel Robert Y. Rhea was appointed by 
President Diaz to head the native con- 
stabulary. Colonel Rhea took over his 
new duties at once. 

Colonel Stimson will address General 
Moncada’s army tomorrow, explaining 
the terms of peace which he laid down 
and then will confer with the Diaz 
Government on the program of con- 
ciliation and reconstruction before 
sailing for home by way of Key West; 


Text of Stimson Report. 


The message from Colonel Stimson, 
dated May 12, was made public by the 
State Department as follows: 

“At 4:30 this afternoon I received 
the following telegram from Boacoko: 

“* The military chiefs of the Consti- 
tutional Army, assembled in session 
today, have agreed to accept the terms 
of the declaration made by General 
(Colonel) Henry L. Stimson, persona] 
representative of President Coolidge of 
the United States, and consequently 
have résolved to lay down their arms. 
They hope that there will be immedi- 
ately sent to receive these arms suffi- 
cient forces to guarantee order, liberty 
and property.’ 

“It was signed by Moncada and 
eleven Generals, including all his 
prominent chiefs except Sandino. I am 
informed that the latter with a small 
band of men left Moncada. I believe 
this marks definitely the end of the 
insurrection. Trucks with escort of 
marines left this morning to receive 
the arms. 

“Colonel Robert Y. Rhea of Marine 
Corps was appointed ‘today chief of 
the constabulary and has begun work 
of 0 zation, 

er visiting Moncada’s army Sat- 
urday and arranging as far as possible 
with the Diaz Government the im- 
mediate program of conciliation and 
reconstruction, I hope to sail for home 
Monday via Key West." 

This was supplemented by a mes- 
sage from Rear Admiral Julian L. 
Latimer, commanding the American 
Naval Forces, made public in para- 
phrase as follows: 

“The Forty-thitd Company of Ma- 
rines were ofdefed tO occupy Boaco 
this morning in accordance with the 
agreement with General Moncada, The 
marines were accompanied by commis- 
sioned officers authorized to receive 
arms of General Moncada’s forces and 
on behalf of the Nicaraguan Govern- 
ment to pay 10 cordobas for each rifle 
and machine gun so delivered. 

“The President of Nicaragua has 
formally appointed Lieut. Col. R, Y. 
Rhea of the United States Marine 
Corps, Chief of the Guardia Nacional.

READY TO LET RUSSIA 
TEST OWN THEORIES 


Boyden, American Delegate, Thus 
Answers Soviet Appeal. at 
Geneva ‘Conférence. 
Tea 





GENEVA, Switzerland, May 13 ().— 
The organization of world credits and 
the gtanting of credits to Soviet Rus- 
sia, so that she may be restored for 
the good of the entire world, continues 
to be the cry of the Soviet delegates 
to the International Economic Confer- 
ence. 

Following the declaration by German 
experts that international. combina- 
tions were only a temporary solution 
for economic ills, General Sokolnikov, 
Soviet delegate, today criticized car- 
tels or combines as certain to raise 
prices for consumers and to restrict 
production unwisely. 

He declared that Russia was suffer- 
ing from the same economic maladies 
as other countries, for the economic 


crises beginning in capitalistic nations 
necessarily had repercussions in Rus- 
sia. Hence, he said, Soviet Russia 
posses assistance just as other nations 

Roland W. Boyden, American dele- 
gate, expressed the opinion today that 
Western countries would probably con- 
tinue to cast their lot with the capi- 
talistic system, but were interested to 
hear that the Russians were trying 
to work out their communist system 
aimed at increasing the happiness of 
their people. 

“We are glad that you are making 
the experiment instead of ourselves,’’ 
Mr. Boyden answered after listening 
to a Russian representative who gave 
a glowing description of the achieve- 
ments of the communist system in 
Russia. 

Satisfaction over the progress of the 
conférence with reference to protecting 
the equitable distribution of raw ma- 
terials such as rubber was voiced to- 
day by American spokesmen. 

The Commercial Committee of the 
conference had adopted a resolution 
favoring the “return of real liberty in 
international trading’’ and declaring 
that import and export restrictions are

Price‘War Looms as-Barnsdalt 
Refuses to Cut Seminole Drilt- 
ing and Slashes Gasoline. 


PARLEY ON AT TULSA TODAY 


“Dictator” Calls Producers to 
Consider Fortnight’s Reduction 
to Help Stabilize Market. 


DIVISION HERE ON EFFICACY 


Some Hold Federal Action Is Sole 
Remedy — Doherty Declines to 
Follow New York Committee. 


‘TULSA, Okla., May 13 .—Oil pro- 
ducers of the greater Seminole area 
who will meet here tomorrow in an 
attempt to agree on plans to cut down 
the flow of the nation’s most prolific 
oil field, tonight were faced with their 
first difficult hurdle, namely, opposi- 
tion of the Barnsdall Refining Com- 
pany to a shutdown of drilling activ- 
ities. 

The Barnsdall holdings are inter- 
Bpersed liberally through the Semi- 
mole field and oil experts pointed out 
that non-cooperation of that company 
in the curtailment movement probably 
would reduce the willingness of other 
operators in the field to lessen their 
activities. 


E. B. Reeser, President of the 
Barnsdall Company, announced, that 
his company would not participate in 
the curtailment plan. He also an- 
nounced a cut of two cents in whole- 
sale and retail gasoline prices, fore- 
casting a possible gasoline price war. 
The new Barnsdall prices are 17 cents 
a gallon at filling stations and i4 cents 
at tank wagons. Other companies 
early tonight had not met the reduc- 
tion, which is effective tomorrow 
morning. 


*Dictator”’ Favors Curtailment. 


Ray H. Collins, who was appointed 
“dictator” of the Seminole oil situa- 


tion at a meeting of producers in New 
York yesterday, called another meet- 
ing for Tulsa tomorrow morning -to 
work out the details of a fifteen-day 
reduction program. 

Mr. Collins acted at the request of 
Walter C. Teagle, President ‘of the 
Stendard Oil Company of New Jersey, 
who took the initiative in seeking to 
reduce Seminole production in an ef- 
fort to stabilize the domestic market. 

Immediate curtailmerft of drilling in 
the Seminole area is viewed by Mr. 
Collins as the most feasible plan. He 
indicated that he intended to propose 
that action at tomorrow’s meeting. 

Mr. Reeser contended that the_halt- 
ing of drilling would penalize Seminole 
producers who. have not drilled up 
their Mocks.

CHILDREN BEGIN GARDENING 


Plant Flowers and Vegetables in 
Front of Rockefeller institute. 


Several hundred east side children 
gathered yesterday afternoon at the 
gardens in front of the efeller In- 
stitute, at Avenue A and Fifty-fifth 
Street, and began the planting of their 
tiny gardens on plots of five by ten 
feet for each child.

Rising One Inch an Hour. 

The height of the oncoming terror 
can be appreciated when it is known 
that in places in the Tensas Basin the 
water has in the last twenty-four hours 
risen as much as twenty-two inches 
and there are places where its rise at 
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this is not an omen of trouble, and 
they assert that at no time will the 
water in the crescent go above twen- 
ty-one feet, and it must go a foot or 
more higher than that before New 
Orleans will have reason for anxiety, 
they say.

The dispatches said that Schondube 
was shot in the abdomen and died 
quickly. They indicated that the out- 
laws were routed later by the ranch 
hands and fled to the mountains, with

Preserving of Liberty. 


The victory won and independence 
achieved, a still more difficult prob- 
lem was presented, How shall this 
dearly purchased liberty be pre- 
served? The Articles of Confedera- 
tion soon demonstrated its futility in 
sustaining the newly won freedom. 
Statesmanship was now the need of 
the hour. . In May, 1787, there gath- 
ered in a little room in Indepen ehcée 
Hall, Philadelphia, already hallowed 
with sacred memories, the wisdom 
and political conscience of America. 
Into that room went Washington, 
Franklin, Hamilton, Madison and a 
group of associates of a character 
and ability unparalleled in history. 
Out of that room, after four months 
of secret deliberation, of prayerful 
thought of spirited debate, of patri- 
otic reconciliation of differences of 
opinion, came the Constitution of the 
United States. 

Well has that document been called 
the “Citadel of Freedom,’ for its 
base is laid in the bed rock of Magna 
Charta and the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. . There had. before been 
liberty without government and gov- 
ernment without liberty, but here 
their proper balance and union had 
at last been accomplished.. The po- 
litical hopes and aspirations of man- 
kind were now embodied in a writter 
Constitution, which guaranteed tod 
the individual freedom of religion, 
freedom, of speéch, freedom of the 
press, tial by jury, security of per- 
son and of property, and placed these 
rights forever beyond the caprice of 
government—yes, even beyond the 
power of a majority of the people 
themeelves.-to -violate. or to take 
away.

Dr. O’Shea Speaks. 


Dr..O’Shea spoke as follows: 

“As Superintendent of Schools of this 
great city and on behalf of the Board 
of Education of the City of New York 


and the Boards of Education of New 
Jersey and Connecticut, represented 
here tonight, I wish to express to THE 
New YorK Times the heartiest appre- 
ciation of all for its sponsorship of 
such. a useful-and productive exhibi- 
tion of talent as this occasion has 
proved to be. 

“Tt venture to say that the .demon- 
stration made here this. evening has 
convinced the editors of this great 
newspaper that the time and trouble 
they have taken to arrange this con- 
test have been amply justified by the 
results shown.

Dr. O'Shea outlined the history of 
oratory from 466 B. C., when exiled 
Syracusans whose property had been 
confiscated by three tyrants in suc- 
cession returned after the fall of the 
last tyrant to reclaim their property 
and were required to plead their 
causes. Such pleading led to the de- 
velopment of such speakers as Pericles 
and Demosthenes. Then came. the 
Roman era of oratory with Cicero as 
its crowning figure. Dr. O’Shea eéx- 
plained the important part played by 
preachers of Christianity in keeping 
oratory alive through the Middle Ages, 
citing Martin Luther as the shining ex- 
ample in the Reformation. He men- 
tioned also Englind’s great eighteenth 
century orators, Pitt, Burke, Fox and 
Sheridan; America’s famous revolu- 
tionary orator, Patrick Henry, and the 
gigantic figures of oratory in the days 
preceding the Civil War, such as Henry 
Clay, John. C. Calhoun and Daniel 
Webtser. 

“That period,” said Dr. O’Shea, “so 
far as our coup ig concerned, pro- 
duced the greatest number of noted 
public speakers. | 


Few Great Oraters Today. 


"Today we. shave very few statesmen 


who can completely hold the attention 
of the public and sway the people by 
the power of their voices and the 
potency of their arguments, as did the 
great orators of former times. Per- 
haps it is because of lack of great is- 
sues. Undoubtedly, burning issues and 
national crises produce great orators. 
It is true that we have the prohibition 
question; but many of our foremost 
statesmen make a detour and avoid 
this as.they. would a bit of dynamite. 
“IT am not one who extols the past 
and belittles the present, but I do 
think that while we now have a 
greater number of good speakers than 
we had in the past, we have not the 
many great orators that other times 
“If you would become leaders of 
men, learn to speak and to write weil. 
You will learn only by close applica- 
tion and diligent effort. Your school 
debating societies may be the cradle 
of your later success. The spirit of 
competitién they promote will force 
you to develop yourselves and will 
bring cut the best there ‘is in you, 
very often qualities on which you will 
never realize unless you have this 
training. They will help you in your 
social relations, in business, in politi- 
cal lifé, ahd in any one of the 
fessions that may follow—law, 
medicine, teaching or the ministry.

Three States Agree That Each. Is to 
Have a Free Hand in Dealing

JOACHIMSTHAL, Czechoslovakia, 
May 13.—The three Foreign Ministers 
of the Little Entente opened here to-

Balkan effairs or whether the alliance 
will be wrecked, as it is rumored, by 
Mussolini’s action in obtaining a foot- 
hold in. its sphere of influence. 

The first session ended without the 
slightest hint of what would be the 
result, .or..even. what..would be. the 


scope of the conference. Likewise, 
there is no indication as to whether 
accord or disagreement prevails among 
its members, Czechoslovakia, Rumania 
and Yugoslavia. 

Although Ministers Benes, Mitilineu 
and Marinkovitch each declared in 
turn pérgonally to the press that ‘the 
Exntente was very much alive and that 
many problems were discussed this 
afternoon they made no announcement 
concerning any decision or concerning 
the program of what is to be discussed 
and what not to be discussed in the 
later sessions. 

An official communiqué issued after 
a five-hour continuous session merely 
recordea that each Minister-Delegate 
reported on his country’s domestic 
situation and its negotiations with 
foreign powers. It concluded ~ith the 
statement that they discussed the gen- 
eral situation and with the announce- 
ment that they would make their de- 
cisions in the meetings tomorrow. No 
reference was made which committed 
any one as to whether their respective 
attitudes toward Hungary and Italy

Italy and Hungary Absorb Attention.

— Observers Believe President 
Zogu Will Crown Himself Tomorrow

SUGGESTS MOVE BY FRENCH 


They Have 60,000 Men in_ the 
Occupied Territory to 16,000 
British and Belgians.

LONDON, May 13.—The British Gov- 
ernment is quite sympathetic to the 
German demand for a decrease of the 
Allies’ forces' of occupation along the 
Rhine. 

Some days ago the German Ambas- 
sador to Paris broached the subject at 
the Quai d’Orsay, and as a result it is 
understood that the French Govern- 
ment has sounded the British Govern- 
ment. It is said that Paris asked Lon- 
don how much the English would_re- 
duce their troops in a general move- 
ment in that direction. While Down- 
ing Street let it be known that it ap- 
proved the step being taken, it in- 
formed Paris that the real chance for 
satisfying the German demand lay in 
a reduction of French troops. 

This is held to.be the case because 
the British have already cut their 


Rhineland force to 8,000 men, which 

equals the present Belgian force in 
the occupied territory, whereas the 
French retain 60,000 troops on the 
Rhine. London points out that it is 
highly desirable to keep the occupation 
troops under training and that it wouid 
be awkward to train fewer than 8,000 
troops in the occupation unit. It is 
not believed that the French have yet 
answered this observation. 

It is well known in diplomatic circles 
that Foreign Minister Briand is not 
averse to considering the request 
which is now being being pushed by 
German capital» as.a measure which 
would give needed strength to Dr. 
Stresemann and tend to insure-his re- 
maining at Wilhelmstrasse to continue 
to carry on the work of executing the 
Locarno peace plan between France 
and Germany. 

However, as is generally the case in 
diplomacy, the French wish to be paid 
for making a concession and it is an 
open secret that in this connection 
they are thinking of the proposed 
new trade treaty with Germarty by 
which the entrance of certain French 
products, notably wine, into the Reich 
would be facilitated by lowering the 
German import duty thereon. It may, 
therefore, be expected that Paris will 
use this card in negotiating new trade 
arrangements with her former enemy. 

That spells some delay and therefore 
observers who have been following the 
situation believe the issue of reduction 
of Rhineland occupation troops will 
not be dealt with officially for some 
little time. Most likely it will be 
handled in September when the annual 
meeting of the e of Nations 

will bring the English. 

French, Belgians and Germans to- 
gether in Geneva. 

en considering this issue it should 
not be forgotten that French mi 
experts have advised their Government 
that from a strictly strategic point of 
view troops on the Rhine are valueless 
because in the event of an attack by 
the Germans they would surely have 
to withdraw. However, the statesmen 
are not thinking so much of the mili- 
tary angle of the situation as the 
political, for it is certain that the 
presence of allied troops on the Rhine 
gives them something to bargain with 
vis-a-vis the Germans. 

Notably French statesmen believe 
that the présence of troops is one of 
the best guarantees of the carrying out

In the statement they said: 

“In the conflict of opinions and emo- 
tions which the Sacco-Vanzetti case 
has aroused, it ¢hould not be forgotten 
that the Government established» by 
our Constitution is ‘a Government of 
laws and not of men.’ The Constitu- 
tion is the fundamental law for the 
Government of our Commonwealth. 

“What course thé, Governor should 
pursue for the. purpose of obtaining 
adequate information and advice, we 
do not attempt to.suggest. That is for 
the Governor Himself to determine. 

“But we do think it should be pointed 
out that.under the Constitution a com- 
mission would not have the power to 
determine whether a pardon should be 
granted, . that its report would be 
merely advisory, that there cannot be 
a divided responsibility, and that the 


Governor ought not to be embarrassed 
by the published findings and conclu- 
sions of amy other body in reaching 
his own conclusion. 

The Governor is the supreme Execu- 
tive Magistrate, elected by the people 
to perform the functions of his office. 
In this trying hour he should receive 
the unquestioned support of all citi- 
zens.”" 

Fear for the safety of Governor Ful- 
ler is expressed in a letter from Fred- 
erick W. Peabody, a lawyer, of Ash- 
burnham, urging the Executive to 
take every precaution if his decision is 
against Sacco and Vanzetti.

WASHINGTON, May  13.—Justice 
William Hitz of the District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court agreed today to 
postpone the trial of Albert B. Fall,

When Owen J. Roberts, special coun- 
sel for the Government, moved the 
postponement Justice Hitz stated that 
delays beyond Oct. 17 would not be 
permitted. This means that the case 
must be taken up at that time whether 


or not Harry M. Blackmer and James 
O’Neil,-two witnesses desired by the 
Government, are present. 

Mr. Roberts announced in court that 
Blackmer had been found in France, 
but that the Government wished time 
in which to serve a summons on 
O’Neil. 

Justice Hitz also announced that Mr. 
Sinclair would not be called up for 
sentence on the contempt charge until 
next Friday, when the Court will im- 
pose a jail sentence of from one month 
to one year and a fine of from $100 to 
$1,000 for refusal to reply to a Senate 
investigating committee’s questions. 
The date for sentence had been set 
for Monday, but was postponed by the 
Court at the request of defense coun- 
sel, who said that Mr. Sinclair de- 
sired to attend important board meet- 
ings of his oil companies early next 
week. 

Mr. Blackmer, it was explained to- 
day, received a summons while on a 
train between Nice and Monte Carlo. 
Bernard W. Hale, Consul at Marseilles, 
handed a subpoena and $500 to Black- 
mer to pay the witness's expenses to

For several weeks a question has ex- 
isted in business and legal circles over 
the authenticity of the acts of no- 
taries public, by reason of the false 

impression created by certain publish- 
ers of ‘treatises on the power and 
duties of notaries, that employment of 
the State seal was uisite to validate 
acknowledgments. uch concern has 
been shown by business concerns over 
this matter and a deluge of inquiries 
have been received by the Attorney 
General.

Others listen to touts, trainers, handlers, hostlers and 
sundry volunteers who bob up with a handful of oats and 
say, “I got this straight from the horse.” 

That’s the quickest way to the exit. It’s great train- 
ing for long-distance walkers.

Our delegates at the Economic 
Conference in Geneva have con- 
fessedly had a hard row to hoe. So 
many unpleasant resolutions have 
been introduced saying unkind 
things about tariff barriers, and 
other obstacles to international 
trade, in regard to which Americans 
have sensitive chords in their hearts 
that Europeans are a little careless 
about wringing. Then the confer- 
ence was also asked to say some- 
thing harsh about the practice of 
“dumping ’—that is, selling articles 
abroad at prices much lower than 
those charged domestic consumers. 
This also is a subject which Amer- 
icans feel should not be flippantly 
mentioned between friends. There 
are other ramifications and effects 
of the American protective tariff 
which our representatives at Geneva 
could not discuss comfortably. On 
the other hand, the obvious desire 
of many at the conference to favor 
a United States of Europe, at least 
to the extent of having common and 
lower . tariff. rates,.with the im- 
plication that this would be a sort 
of combination against extreme 
American protection, could not have 
been to tig Capes pee aay Ot ocr 
delegates. 

However, they are now cheered 
up by a resolution passed by the 
conference, of which one section 
may be interpreted as aimed at 
Byitish restrictions on the growth 
and export of rubber. This has been 
@ cause of American complaint, well 
or ill founded, though the imme- 
diate cause of it seems largely to 
have disappeared. But it is said 
to be something of a consolation 
to our delegates to have helped 
in condemning “import and ex- 
“port prohibitions, arbitrary. sys- 
“tems and disguised © discrimina- 
“tions.” If Americans contend that 
this looks hard at a British prac- 
tice, the British might maintain, on 
the other hand, that it frowns heav- 
ily at American customs. But it is 
unkind to carp about details. If a 
“victory” has been won at Geneva 
for an American view which is sup- 
posed heayily to score off the Brit- 
ish, let us all rejoice at it. It is to 
be feared that there will be few 
other occasions of the kind for 
proud: national felicitation on the 
work of the Economic Conference.

PRICES AND WAGES IN ITALY. 


It speaks well for Italian discipline 
under the Fascist régime that Mus- 
SOLIN?’s first attack on the problem 
of the cost of living should be by re- 
ducing wages. Nearlyalways in post- 
war readjustments in Europe the 
wage earners have been asked to ac- 
leans reductions. only when justified 
by lower prices. In Italy the work- 
ers are now called upon for a sacri- 
fice in the form of a 10 per cent. cut 
until such time as the Government 
can bring about a corresponding de- 
cline in prices. Last Winter the 
general price index was about 670; 
that is to say, nearly seven times 
the pre-war level.. Wages were about 
585. In real wages the Italian work- 
man was 13 per cent. worse off than 
li was before the war. This was an 
improvement over conditions at the 
beginning of the year, when real 
wages were only 83 per cent. of the 
pre-war level. In December last the 
Turin correspondent of The London 


‘| Economist wrote that “prices will 


“have to move a long way down- 
“ ward before wages can be touched.” 

MUSSOLINI is of a different mind. 
He feels himself sufficiently strong 
to begin his campaign by ordering a 
slash in wages which brings, them 
down to four-fifths of the pre-war 
level. This means that if he is to 
hold the balance equal he must now 
bring about a reduction of 20 per 
cent. in prices. It is already an- 
nounced that employers will be 
asked to cut down the costs of pro- 
duction. But from other sources it 
would appear that the problem is not 
So much with the producers as with 
the middlemen. Retail prices have 
been obstinately maintained. It 
therefore remains to be seen how 
soon the manufacturing and trading 
classes will be called upon to accept 
the sacrifice which the Fascist State 
demands from every one and which 
it has already exacted from the 
workers. 

The apparent ease with which 
MUSSOLINI’s reforms are applied, at 
least so far as the workers are con- 
cerned, may be a tribute to the Fas- 
cist method as a method. The actual 
results attained are a different mat- 
ter. To the mass of Italian workers 
Fascism has brought no visible im- 
provement in material well-being. 
As stated above, real wages, even 
before the latest cut, are consider- 
ably lower than before the -war. 
With this may be compared the re- 
sults attained in Germany by non- 
Fascist methods. Wages in eleven 
German industries during the last 
three years have risen 33 per cent. 
for unskilled workers and 66 per 
cent. for skilled workers. The cost 
of living has remained virtually un- 
changed. German workmen would 
thus be from one-third to two-thirds 
better off than they were three years 
ago. In Italy there has been very 
slight improvement, if any.

TIMELY WAR GAMES, 


Joint army and navy manoeuvres 
in New England and a war game in 
Texas to determine the effectiveness 
of infantry, field artillery, and even 
cavalry, in the presence of bombing 
air squadrons, are now to afford the 
practical training that had been de- 
nied for reasons of economy. In the 
latter part of 1926 the War Depart- 
ment asked Major Gen. BROWN, com- 
manding the First Corps Area, head- 
quarters at Boston, what it would 
cost to transport troops in force, 
together with supplies, to camp sites 
in New England. His estimate was 
$25,000. Secretary Davis had to 
notify the Navy Department that, so 
far as the army was concerned, 
joint manoeuvres could not be held 
in 1927. However, by limiting the 
land forces to 2,500 men as a nu- 
cleus, and distributing them to re- 
sist .theoretically the landing of a 
large army under the guns of the 


\fleet, a war game was arranged. 


Planes are to be used by both sides, 
under rules formulated to give the 
appearance of modern conditions of 
warfare. 

General Brown distinguished him- 
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“the war,” They are. divided. be- 
tween two opposing armies. Cav- 
alry has been assigned an important 
position, for the General Staff holds 
that mounted troops are not obso- 
lete. LUDENDORFF, VON KLUCK, FOCH, 
FRENCH, HAIG and PERSHING can 
all be quoted as still having faith 
in cavalry. General PERSHING in 
The Cavalry Journal of April, 1920, 
testified that “the splendid work of 
“the cavalry in the first few weeks 
“of the war more than justified its 
“existence and the expense of its 
“upkeep.” The cavalry under AL- 
LENBY saved the British army on 
the retreat from Mons. Field Mar- 
shal HAIG in his final report said: 

It has been proved that cavalry, 
whether used for shock effect under 
suitable conditions or as mobile 
infantry, have still an indispensable 
part to play in modern war. 

General LUDENDORFF Ceclared that 
“the cavalry was of the greatest 
“importance and service to me in 
“all campaigns of movement. In 
“the March, 1918, ‘offensive in 
“ France I felt seriously handicapped 
“by the lack of cavalry.” In the 
Enslish war games in 1926 tanks, 
cavalry and horse artillery surprised 
a less mobile force. It was found 
that in thick weather the airplanes 
could hardly function at all. Then 
the old reliable infantry came into 
its own and was always the “ back- 
bone” of the army. The air force 
is staged for great doings in the 
Texas manoeuvres, but it will have 
to be governed by the rules. In- 
fantry will not be found wanting, 
and the cavalry will have its uses. 

At the Military Academy on 
Thursday CHARLES M. SCHWAB, as 
President of the American Society 
of Mining Engineers, made a valu- 
able contribution when he urged, in 
a paper he submitted, the education 
of military men in the making of 
munitions. The civilian industry is 
becoming a lost art, because the 
plants that came to the aid of the 
Government in the World War are 
now engaged in peace activities. 
The supply of ordnance, he declared, 
would be “ the critical factor in any 
program of national defense.” His 
warning should be heeded by the 
War Department. 


OLD KENTUCKY’S LAST STAND. 

Many thousand sport-loving Amer- 
icans are in Louisville, or speeding 
thereto in special trains today, to 
v ‘tness the fifty-second running of 
the Kentucky Derby. Fifty-two 
years is long enough to make a 
“ classic’ of any American institu- 
tion, and the Kentucky Derby has 
become the greatest turf event in 
this country. Three-year-olds of 
finest lineage, running in their prime 
under the soft May skies of Ken- 
tucky, over a historic course, make 
a social and sporting occasion that 
draws nearly one hundred thousand 
people to Churchill Downs. 

The gay throngs which come to 
Louisville from other States are 
largely unaware that the Kentucky 
Derby is in a political struggle for 
its life, that a large faction of Ken- 
tucky Democrats’ and a minority 
faction of Kentucky Republicans 
have marked it for doom at the next 
legislative session. The death-blow 
has been aimed before, but thus far 
Kentucky racing has.escap>d. Now 
the hostile array. is more formidable 
than it has ever been, led by former 
Governor and Senator J. C. W. BEcK- 
HAM, who again is in the Guberna- 
torial lists. His platform ‘includes, 
ane the platforms. of Democratic 
legislative aspirants aligned with 
his’ faction include, a pledge to do 
away with legalized race-track 
betting. 

The breeding industry of the 
Bluegrass, for years one of the dis- 
tirctive features of Kentucky life 
and character; along with a few 
newspapers, is opposing BECKHAM 
for the Democratic nomination. The 
Republicans appear to have in mind 
the nomination of a friend,of racing, 
in the hope of electing another Re- 
publican Governor and saving the 
Derby yet a while.

In these days of movies it is harder 
than it used to be to get them started 
in reading. To whet their interest in 
books, so that they may develop a 
future source of great pleasure, is a 
task well worth while and admittedly 
difficult. Neither the English Asso- 
ciation nor the university wishes to 

stimulate interest by controversy, but 
both: recemmend free presentation of 
ideas on all sides, whether it be a ques- 
tion of taste in literature or a matter 
of syntax. !

To the Editor of The New York Times: : 


000,000" for flood sufferers has been a 
‘alike to the soundness of the

The dispatches announce. that a néw 
disaster impends over Central. and 
Southern Louisiana, from the Missis- 
sippi west to the Atchafalaya; and 
from the Red River south to the Gulf, 


going by freight train from Torres, on 
the Red River, to Port Allen, opposite 
Baton Rouge. It is a rich, level land, 
thickly populated and far below. the 
tops of the levees. Corn was: waist 
high, sugat: up two feet and. cotton 
growing rapidly. These crops will be 
completely destroyed if the waters 
overflow, as it is practically certain 
they will do. Trainmen explained to 
me that the planters have had_ several 
bad years, and that a flood will ruin 
most of them. The population and live 
stock are now being evacuated to dis- 
tant high points. If the worst happens 
‘the levees, will soon be crowded with 
refugees and animals, as IL saw them 
along the Mississippi from Memphis to 
the mouth of. the Red River. The real- 
ization of what will probably happen 
to these people has stayed with me 
like a nightmare. 

It should be understood by Eastern 
readers that the flooding of the hinter- 
land behind ailevee. does not come. with 
@ rush, except at the point of a cre- 
vasse. The water creeps up mysteri- 
ously and stealthily. I saw. Jonesville, 
up the Black River, going under at the 
rate of four inches. in a day. The flood 
crest in the Mississippi moves a mile 
and a half.an hour, and its progress 
is slower behind the levees, although 
swift enough and re!entless. There is 
time to move out families, most of the 
stock ‘and some of the more valuable 
possessions. The flood usually reaches 
to the eaves of one-story houses. 

The ruin of the waters is terrific— 
crops absolute, a considerable percent- 
age of hogs and chickens, and enor-

Actress Admits Hearing Raymond

LOS ANGELES, May 13 (#).—Doro- 
thy Mackaye,.musical comedy actress.

On 
returning to their home the night 
Kelly had beaten Raymond, she found 
the latter with blackened eye and 
swollen face, a towel about his head. 

The State submitted to the witness 
a photograph entered yesterday by the 
defense which showed Raymond in an 
athletic and muscular pose. She ad- 
mitted it had been taken seven or eight 
years before he came to California. 

She declared that while she and Kelly 
talked of marriage, it was in a ‘‘kid- 
ding way’ and with no definite plan. 

She swore that Raymond on one 
occasion last Winter had beaten her 
so that she could not eat for two days, 
her jaws were so bruised.

Refusal of WARS to Share 
‘Channel With WBMS Results 


in Sharp Message. 
WNYC SEEKS SINGLE WAVE 


Municipal Station Emphasizes Its 
Public Service—Board Will 
Contre! Transfers.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Station 
WARS, broadcasting from Ocean 
Parkway and Sea Breeze Avenue, 
Brooklyn, was taken to task today by 
the Federal Radio Commission because 
of complaints that it had violated an 
ordér requiring it to share the same 
frequency with WBMS of Union City, 
N. J. 

This is the first time, the commis- 
sién announced, that its orders re- 
quiring stations to share the same fre- 
quency have been violated, and WARS 
was informed by telegraph that unless 
it promptly complied the channel 
would be assigned to other applicants. 
The commission's telegram reads: 
“Reports have reached commission 
that stations sharing 1,340 kilocycle 
channel have been broadcasting simul- 
‘taneously without regard to each 
other’s program hours. 

‘This channel was assigned you for 
public service, and if conduct com- 
plained of continues, destroying the 
poasibilit of such service, the chan- 
nel will withdrawn and assigned to 
other applicants. 

“Advise immediately what arrange- 


mente you ate making for sharing 
time with other station, beginning to- 


ni ht. 5 

The commission holds that it has au- 
thority to withdraw channels in such 
cases and enforce its authority by le- 
gal action. Hope was expressed that 
the trouble would be promptly cor- 
rected by the Brooklyn station. 


WNYC Objects to Sharing Wave. 


Commissioner Caldwell -said today 
that representatives of the City of 
New York would get an opportunity 
to present reasons why WNYC, the 
municipal station, slHould not be re- 
quired to share a channel with any 
other station. 

The commission received a telegram 
from Albert Goldman, Commissioner 
of Plants and Structures, suggesting 
that WNYC should be exempted from 
sharing the same om uency with an- 
other station. He indicated that the 
municipal station wai performing a 
public service that warranted it re- 
ceiving spécial consideration. 
Commissioner Caldwell declined to in- 
dicate whether WNYC would be com- 
pelled, under the plan of reallocation 
to became effective June 1, to share 
time with :-me other station in New 
York. None of the details of the plan, 
he said, could be made public at this 
time. He ieft the impression that Sta- 
tion WNYC had obtained one of the 
shared frequencies. If Commissioner 
Goldman is heard on the subject, the 
conference probably will not be until 
after June 1.. The municipal station 
now has the exclusive use of the 570- 
kilocycle frequency. 


Commission Must Approve Transfers. 


The commission today issued an or- 
der that no broadcasting license can 
be transferred without its approval. 
The tegt of the order is as follows: 
“Section 12 of the Federal Radio act 
provides that no station license shall 
be transferred or assigned either vol- 
untarily or involuntarily without the 
consent in writing of the licensing au- 
thoritiés. 

“It is hereby ordered that any per- 
son desiring to purchase a broadcast- 
ing station shall make application for 
a new license to the commission on the 
application blank forms. In addition 
thereto the proposed seller or assigner 
of the station must also write a letter 
to the commission to the effect that he 
desires to sell or transfer this station 
to the applicant for the above-named 
license and wishes a license issued to 
this applicant In place and instead of 
himself. 

“The commission may either grant 
or refuse the license or grant with 
modification as to frequency and 
power.”’

HAMMERSTEIN SUES 
THEATRE IN LONDON 


Asks $100,000 From Sir Alfred 
Butt of Drary Lane in a 
Counter Action. 











Arthur Hammerstein announced yes- 
terday that he was bringing a damage 
suit for $100,000-against Sir Alfred 
Butt, managing director of the Thea- 


tre Royal Drury Lane, Ltd., of London, 
on the ground that Sir Alfred had 
been instrumental in causing his com- 
pany to break a contract with him. 
Mr. Hammerstein also is suing the 
Theatre Royal Drury Lane, Ltd., it 
was said, for nominal damages of 
$1,000 on the allegation that it failed 
to live up to the contract. 

Both of these suits follow one 
brought against Mr. Hammerstein in 
England by the theatre company seek- 
ing to recover $10,000 advance royal- 
ties paid to him by the company. Mr. 
Hammerstein’s suit against the com- 
pany was said to. be intended to es- 
tablish his right to keep this money. 

The difference arose over a contract 
by which the theatre company was 
said to have agreed.to produce “The 
Song of the Flame” at the Drury Lane 
in London immediately after the run 
of “Rose-Marie” there, provided Mr. 
Hammerstein supplied addititonal ma- 
terial for the production. Sir Alfred 
Butt and his company maintain that 
Mr. Hammerstein failed to live up to 
this contract and Mr. Hammerstein 
asserts that it was the other way 
around. “The Desert Song” was pre- 
sented in the Drury Lane last Febru- 
ary following the run of “Rose-Marie,”’ 
and the suits and counter-suits re- 
sulted. 

Sir Alfred sailed on the Majestic 
early this morning. He declined to dis- 
cuss the matter. .

PURELY GERMANIC IN SCOPE 


Foreign Influence Neglected—Reac- 
tion to American Jazz in 
Music Overlooked.

MAGDEBURG, May 13.—The German 
theatre exhibition, which is designed 
to show the art of the stage from its 
earliest inception to the futuristic de- 
velopments of today, opened its portais 
to the German and foreign press here 
this.morning. While the huge display 
undoubtedly fulfills ite purpose, it 
would have had a broader appeal had 
its scope been international instead of 
purely Germanic. The influence of 
Italian opera on German musical 
dramas is demonstrated, but that of 
Shakespeare or Moliere or the modern 
English, French, Scandinavian or 
Russian playwrights on the spoken 
stage is salily neglected. 

The dance is dealt with so classically 
that the reaction of the European 
revue to American jazz, instrumental 
and terpsichorean, is altogether over- 
looked. American motion picture su- 
premacy is not recorded, and of course 
the work of American dramatists 
staged in this country is passed over 
completely. 

As a cross section of Germany’s the- 
atrical history, however, the big show 
leaves nothing to be desired. Two 
huge exhibition buildings on the island 
in the Elbe, adjoining the still more 
massive . municipal -hall in course of 
construction, are devoted more tc the 
past than to the present of the the- 
atre. This impression may be due in 
part to the fact that the historical ex- 
hibits already were completely finished 
this morning. The large and techni- 
cally magniticent stage on which the 
yo and newest forms of dramatic 

xpression are to be produced was not 
uite complete. 

U The Hall of Science, — demon- 
strates theatrical progress from the 
earliest German theatre built by 
Roman soldiers on the Rhine to play- 
houses directed by Reinhardt'in Berlin 
and Vienna, offered a superb spectacle. 
Seores -of models, hundreds of sets, 
thousands of costumes, many of them 
of great historic and intrinsic value, 
were displayed. Mystery plays pro- 
duced by the Church in the Middle 
Ages, wandering minstrel troupes of 
the feudal era, communal theatres and 
the renaissance growth of the drama 
and opera; fostered by royal subsidy 
in all German States, were shown with 
a wealth of interesting detail. 

The exhibition is bound to bring 
traveling stage folk to Magdeburg. 
Whether. it draws the average tourist 
is another question.

Although yesterday’s movements on 
the Stock Exchange were described as 
irregular, some of them were wild 
enough to give an unwholesome aspect 
to the market, The boldness of specu- 
lative operators who have identified 
themselves with the rise in certain 
stocks, their apparently abundant re- 
sources of credit and the ease with 
which, at frequent intervals, they 
have been able to force speculative 
sellers to bid high for recovery of their 
stocks, have beéh in evidence long 
enough to cause mo surprise at yester- 
day’s demonstration. But several of 
yesterday’s operations can hardly be 
described except as audacious. Such 
advances as 10% points in Baldwin 
Locomotive shares; 19 in New York, 
Chicago & St. Louis Railway, 4 to 6 
in a fairly long list of others (includ- 
ing one of the oil-producing companies 
which have been publicly describing 
their own trade position as extremely 
difficult) do not, in any sense, reflect 
the action of normal forces. 

These movements no doubt interested 
outside speculators, but there has been 
no evidence whatever of a “runaway 
public’ like that of 1905. It has be- 
come a tedious story to harp on 
“manipulation by professional oper- 
ators,’’ but the fact that large-scale 
activities of the kind were responsible 
for such movement of prices as yester- 
day’s is quite beyond dispute. The 
spectacular advances of the day af- 
fected a relatively small part of the 
stock market; the rest of it for the 
most part moved only fractionally. 
This was undoubtedly a reassuring 
fact, but it did not give any clearer 
atmosphere of reality to the action of 
the stocks on which the violent ac- 
tivity converged. The advances in 
what Wall Street nowadays describes 
as the “‘selected stocks’’ did not occur 
throughout the day; in the early trad- 
ing the stock mafket’s actiori was un- 
certain, with an apparent tendency to 
weakness. There was no connection

To the speculators, it may well have’ 
appeared-that if the upward movement 
could continue in the face of such a 
handicap, nothing could stop it. The 
disastrous and overwhelmingly violent 
crash on that market yesterday was 
a quite inevitable consequénce. That 
the collapse was ascribed at Berlin to 
the decision of Berlin banks to curtail 
their loans on stocks at the inflated 
prices will hardly obscure the fact 
that, if this precatitionary action had 
not brought the reckoning, something 
elsé would surely have done so. The 
rise in our own Reserve bank rates in 
Novembér of 1925 and 1919 was an in- 
cident of the furious stock speculation 
of those périods, but not at all the real 
cause of the market’s break. 

The weaknéss in sterling yesterday, 
which carried the demand rate down 
to $4.85, the lowest price in a month, 
was ascribed in some quarters to the 
panicky conditions at Berlin. This is 
possible, for Berlin would be reason- 
ably sure to draw hastily on London 
under the circumstances. Sterling rate 
would not be affected by the Reserve 
banks’ purchase of French gold at 
London, unless and until the gold 
should be sold in the London market 
and the proceeds remitted to New 
York.

Company for $25,000 in cash and notes 
for $175,000 bonds and stock of the 
Leslie-Judge Company and a. $100,000 
note of the company.

One of the ers was Thomas 
Joyce, a partner in J. 
Co., whose office, at the corner of Wall 
and Broad Streets, is directly on the 
route of the new Nassau Street sub- 
way. Mr. Joyce expressed his confi- 
dence in the ability and judgment of 
the Board of Transportation and its 
corps of engineers, and suggested that 
if the board’s plans were not satisfac- 
tory changes should be suggested 
after the public -hearing.
